evacuated by the Germans, it is de- 
clared, the British

barded for several days by their ar- 
tillery. - 


Elsewhere the military operations, 


as indicated by the official reports 
were of a minor nature. 


On tlie naval side of'-the war, in- 


terest centers in- the operations of 
the sea raider in the South Atlantic, 
which, has sunk or captured at leasi 
thirteen entente marchant 
vessels,

beverage purposes. 


"The foregoing amendment shall 


take effect one 
vear 
and
